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DEPARTMENT OF ENERGY AMENDS THE PROJECT 
HANFORD MANAGEMENT CONTRACT REQUEST FOR 
PROPOSALS  

 
The Department of Energy, Richland Operations Office today announced that it has determined the 
competitive range for the Project Hanford Management Contract (PHMC) solicitation. In addition, the 
Source Evaluation Board has announced a new proposed contract award date.  

The PHMC Request for Proposals, which sought proposals from results-oriented contractors to manage 
the Hanford Site in southeastern Washington State, was issued on January 4, 1996, and proposals were 
due to the DOE on March 25, 1996. The firms, listed in alphabetical order, and their major 
subcontractors in the competitive range are:  

l Bechtel Northwest Corporation with team members Safestates LLC (A company formed by 
Westinghouse and BNFL Inc.), Johnson Controls Richland, Inc., CSC-Hanford, Jacobs Hanford 
Company, and MK Hanford Company;  

l Fluor Daniel Hanford, Inc. with team members B&W Hanford Company, DE&S Hanford, Inc., 
Lockheed Martin Hanford Company, Numatec Hanford Corporation, and Rust Federal Services 
of Hanford, Inc.;  

l Raytheon Hanford Incorporated with team members Boeing Information Services, Inc., CH2M 
Hill Federal Group, Ltd., Newport News Shipbuilding, ICF Kaiser Hanford Company, Siemens 
Power Corporation, and Wackenhut Services, Inc. 

The DOE currently contemplates awarding a contract in the mid to later part of July 1996.  

"This is a significant contract action for Hanford and we want to guarantee that we make the best 
possible decision," said John Wagoner, Richland Operations Office Manager. "Each of the three 
proposals we received contains a wealth of pertinent information that must be reviewed with a critical 
eye and that takes time," he added.  
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
